Pile up Dead Leaves to 
Make Garden Humus 


A Completed Compost Heap. 


Whi!'" decay of a compost pile 
proceeds slowly in cold weather, the 
quantity of m aterial available for 
rotting down into garden hum us is 
greatest in 
the fall, 
when dead 
leaves accumulate. 
Burn ing lea ves is a waste, but the 
advice often given to spade them 
into the garden soil is not sound. 
L ea ves from m a n y tree s d e ca y so 
slowly t h at s pr ing will find th e m 
still intact, a n d if m a n y have been 
w or ke d into the scil t h e y will be a 
nu isa nce all su m m er long without 
benefiting the crops. 
So a com post heap, begun in the 
fall by piling up dead leaves, offers 
tile best solution. It can be added 
to in tile spring and sum m er, with 
law n clippings and plant debris, and 
by next fall should provide hum us 
of a quality which will bo an un­ 
m ixed blessing to your garden. 
Set aside a suitable location, out 
of tho way, and preferably screened 
by planting, or a fence; IO x IO feet 
would be an average size. Clean off 
all vegetation, and harden the sur- 
fa ce soil by rolling. 
Pile evenly 


over this area a1! dead leaves ana 
lither waste plant and even animal 
material, from your garden, and 
Rom kitchen wastes. But carefully 
exclude, if you would avoid trouble, 
all wood, branches, twigs and m etal 
objects. When the layer, well tram p­ 
ed down, is six inches thick, sprin­ 
kle it w ith Victory garden fertilizer 
mixture, 
about 
one 
ounce 
to 
a 
square yard. Wood ashes and lim e ­ 
stone are also beneficial, each in 
three or more tim es this quantity. 
Then w et it down. 
Build up the heap, layer by layer, 
with sim ilar applications between 
the layers; and keep it moist. If bad 
odors develop an inch of soil thrown 
on top of the pile will prevent them. 
When the pile is as high as you can 
conveniently m anage, cover the top 
with S‘ ii and let it stand until you 
are ready to dig the humus into the 
gal den. Start a new one to take care 
of current accumulations. Such com ­ 
post piles, consistently maintained, 
should provide your garden with all 
toe humus required for good con­ 
dition
